OYSTERS AND SEWAGE 
CONTAMINATION. - 


The Roport on the eontamination of 
shellfish, jast issued by the Royal Com- 
jnisui-n on Sowaye Disnonsl, contains some 
intereating inforination, and, in, particular’ 
4 noteworthy pronouncement, which should 
go far to relux the somowhat oppressive rule « 
of tho baoteriologist. Tho subject falls 
within the purview of the Commissioners 
on account of the pollusion of foreshore. 
beds, and nying-grounds by’ the: dis- 
charge of sewage, Attention has re 
poatedly boen drawn to the conveyatice 
of disease by this channel, and ‘ oyater 
typhoid’ has: ecomo a familiar expression, 
The Commissioners find that tho danger ia 
real, though they aro not prepared to say 
to what extent diseaso is actually caused by 
contaminated ahelltish, In considering the | 
moans for deuling with the evil, the 
question arises how dangerous atu to be” 
distinguished innocent oysters. 
Hitherto considerable reliance bas boen 
placed on bacteriological evidence, and the 
Prosence of a certain a ganism, or yroup o 
organinms, known as the Hucillus coli, 
haw been bul to indicate.serious pollution, 
Tho Commissioners Appear ‘to haye 
entertained soma -tnisgivings sbopt thie 
redoubtable microbe, and they instituted un 
investigation into its dinttibotion in Nature 
with atriking results, Dr Houston, their 
bacteriologiat, oxamined over one thousand 
oysters taken from different localities, in. 
cluding some of tho purest waters and 
some of thoso obviously able to Pollution, 
The oxamination was carefully inado,: and 
Dr Houston found the B, coli in nearly all 
the pecinens, from whatever Source they 
wore taken, Thera is some doubt about 
the deop-sca oysters ; in their’ case the re- 
sults wero not decisive, and possibly it may 
bo found on further inquiry that they are 
free from these organisms, The rest were 
almost all tainted, and though, a8 a rule, 
the specimens from tho Purer waters yield 
ed a fewer numbor of bacilli than those 
fron: polluted grounds, yet some of the 
former contained ag many as the let, 
ter. The Commissionors do not conclude 
that all ore thereforo to bo condomn- 
ed ag unfit for food—which would 
logically follow from the bacteriological 
standpoint. Un the contrary, they ex- 
proraly say, ‘We eee no justification for 
such wholesale condemnation,’ It is the 
bacteriological test which they impugn. 
Thoy do not dony it any value at all, but 
thoy distinctly refuse to alow it the weight 
Which hay boon claimed for it and has beer 
accepted as decisive in the Courta, They

Thig conclusion is 
ontirely in ateord with common senso, 
and thanks are duo to tha Commia- 
sioneta for their coprage in daring 
to subject a scientific Assumption to the 
teat of fuet. The lesson goes far beyond 
the present question, Theio never was a 
time when pure assumptions wore so readily 
accepted in Science and acted upon in 
practics, “They aro constantly being found 
out and abandoned, but as fast a9 ono is de- 
throned anuther takes ita pluce. So long 
as thoy remain acientific hypotheses they 
are in their proper place, and no harm is 
done, but when they aro tranelated into le. 
gislative or administrative action, as they 
frequently are, they become mischievous, 
The interference with trade by regula- 
tiens based on these assumptions hag done 
More to retard British industries than many 
of the other cases to which our backward- 
Ress ia designed. Tho shellfish industry 
is to bo congratulated on being -releaséd 
from the tyranny of this dubious microbe, 
about which vory littl is kuown for certain, 
The Commissioners, on tho Stounds stated, 
reject the proposal for dealing with the 
danger of'pollution by prohibiting the sale 
of fish supposed to bo infected, The moa 
sure they ‘recommend ia administrative 
control of the laying-grounds, beds, and 
bonds, They would placo it in the banda.
